Treatment Plant 
‘On Schedule’ 


All indications pointed to com- 
pletion of the Menlo Park sanitary 
district’s sewage treztment plant by 
thé scheduled date, May 1, 1952, dis- 
trict Superintendent Cedric Webster 
said in reporting progress cf ccn- 
struction this week. 

Piledriving operations are com- 
plete and remaining foundations 
should be “poured” by next week, 
Webster said, adding that under- 
ground structures should be in place 
before winter rains begin. 

All below-ground portions of the 
pumping plant, from which sew2¢ge 
will be deilvered from the district’s 
outfalls to the treatment plant— 
the latter one mile east of Bayshore 
highway cpposite Marsh road—are 
also complete, Webster said. 

No machinery has been installed 
at the plants, though ell units ex- 
cept four pumps and four motors 
have been delivered and are now be- 
ing stored at the district’s corpora- 
tion yard at the Menlo Park civic 
center. 

The plant is being constructed by 
the firm of Peter Sorenson, Redwood 
City contractor, at a cost of $538,- 
000.

Queries About 
NSLI Insurance 


Answers to some of the questions 
most frequently asked by World War 
II veterans in San Mateo county 
about the netional service life insur- 
ance dividend being paid this year 
been provided by Floyd D Granger, 
Veterans Service officer. 

The most popular questions and 
their answers, as supplied by Grang- 
er, are as follows: 

1. When can I expect my dividend 
check? 

Answer: Normally, about three 
months after the anniversary of the 
effective date of the policy. In other 
words, if your policy took effect 
in the month of April, you should 
receive your check some time in 
July. There are numerous excep- 
tions, however, most of them on the 
“late” side, so try to be patient. Pre- 
mature inquiry in writing might de- 
lay your check further. 

2 My check was for much less 
than I expected. Why? 

Answer: In most cases of this 
sort, you will have another check 


‘coming later. The Veterans admin- 


istration is issuing one check per 
policy, not one check per veteran, 
and each check depends on the an- 
niversary date of the individual pol- 
icy. 

If you renewed or converted your 
insurance at any time in 1948, 1949, 
or 1950 you probably will have two 
checks, not one. 

3. I got a dividend last time. Why 
don’t I get one now? 

Answer: The 1951 special dividend 
is paid only on policies which were 
in effect for three motnhs or more 
between 1948 and 1951. A_ pelicy 
which. the veteran ellowed to lapse 
prior. to:.1948 and never reinstated 
might have brought him a dividend 
last year but not this time.

THERE. ARE COUNTLESS ways 
to vary the flavor of vegetables and | 
thus make them more interesting to 
the palate. But how often homemak- 
ers fall into a 
rut, serving the 
same vegetables 
year after year, 
always seasoned 
the same_way, 
butter, salt and 
pepper!

There is a wonderful new spike on 
the market that takes a plug of dirt 
out of the soil and actually leaves a 
small hole, quite unnoticeable, to 
collect air, focd and water. 

The little plugs of dirt can be 
left on the surface and a good 
wateriny will dissolve them and 
give the lawn a niece topdressing. 
It is a great improvement over 
spiking with a fork, which tends 
to compact, even more, the soil 
adjacent to the hole.

Your next job is to rake the lawn,

The mest important job is to 
feed your lawn with a_ balanced 
fertilizer or well rotted manure.

Ammonium 
phosphate will furnish both nitro- 
gen and phosphorus, the latter of 
which may be slizhtly deficient 
in some soils. 

A balanced commercial fertilizer 
2lso contains potash, which will cer- | 
tainly do no harm. Apply at the rate 


| of about 25 pounds to 1,000 square 
| feet of lawn. Water afterwards to

Covert cloth ent gabardine, as 
well as other materials with hard 
finishes, when stained, will rarely 
yield to home treatment. The clean- 
er may be able to help you if you 
can give him information on the 
type of stain the fabric contains. 

Crisp rayon fabrics such as taf- 
feta and moire frequently carry 
spots from water and should be 
treated with care. 

Some stains which have dried are 
difficult to locate until they have 
been pressed with an iron, and this 
may well make them impossible to 
remove. To find stains, hold the gar- 
ment to light. If it still remains in- 
visible, sponge with water. The 
stained area may become darker 
than the rest of the material, so 
you can treat it readily before heat
